DISTRACTING ATTENTION. 

A few months ago a golfer submit- 
ted a question aS to whether a player 
had any redress under the rules where 
an opponent deliberately moves -or 
coughs or drops a club, while the play- 
er is in the act of making a stroke, 
stating he had watched'a match in 
which such thinges happened. The an- 
swer to the question is no. The 
present rules make no _ provisions 
against such unsportsmanilike action, 
though a tournament committee should 
certainly disqualify a player who was 
proved guilty of such tacties. 


It is rather interesting to note that 
there Was a time when the rules con- 
tained a prohibition against such ac- 
In the code of rules of the So- 
ciety of Aberdeen Golfers away back 
in 1783 any movement, noise or at- 
tempt to distract a player's attention 
while he was playing a stroke was 
prohibited. Since those early days 
traditions of sportsmanship and fair 
play have been built up around the 
game to where it has for many years 
been deemed unnecessary to keep such 
a rule in the playing code, though it 
is of course recognized as one of the 
established principles of etiquette ot 
ithe game that nothing is to be done 
to in any way disturb or interfere 
with a player playing a stroke. 

Explanations, 

During a match an opponent gets 
behind a player when he takes his 
stance to make a putt. Obviously, 
this is annoying. Is there any re- 
dress? 

The rules allow none. Any 
golfer should know enongh not to 
place himself on a line with the 
putt of his opponent. 

Was there no redress for Bohby 
Jones when playing Dave Herron at 
Oakmont when an official yelled 
“Fore!” through a megaphone just 
as Jones was playing a shot? 

The rules allow none. The 
shot stands as played.

Macon, Ga., June 28.—“Uncle” 

Phil Towns, one of the most unique 
and best loved negroes in middle Geor- 
gia, celebrated his 100th birthday 
bere Wednesday and was remembered 
by friends far and wide. “Er ben 
promisin’ de white folks er long time 
to let ‘em Know wen mer big day 
come, an’ t’ank God hit come at las’, ”’ 
“Uncle Phil’ told Judge Bridges 
Smith in announcing his birthday. 
: Uncle Phil was born at Richmond. 
Va., in 1824, and moved to Macon 
when bought by George T. Towns, 
loter governor of the state. Gover- 
nor ‘Towns left Phil i> Macon with 
the family when he moved to Mil- 
leageville to take up his residence in 
the governor’s mansion, and thus the 
old negro has lived here eighty-nine 
years. Phil now says he is go used 
to Macon that he can't leave it. 

When Phil grew to be a man he 
was given the position of carriage 
driver for the Towns family and 
served as a sort of bodyguard for 
many years to “Miss Lon” and other 
young ladies of the family, every 
member of which had a strong affec- 
tion for him. 

He has worked here at odd jobs for 
« number of. vears and is cared: for 
hy a number of friends. His “white 
folks” will look out for him, he says, 
and he does not worry. “Uncle” Phil 
has been a regular attendant of the 
Primitive Baptist church here for 
seventy-two years, attending the 
church in Fast Macon. 


» His son, 85 years old, is a resident 


of Alabama and is not near so well 
preserved as his father, appearins 
much older.

PRANK OF RAINS 
BARES LARGE CAVE 
UNDER TRAIN RAILS 


Sandersville, Ga., June 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Near the center of the city 
a great cave was discovered here 
today when a gaping hole caused by 
the recent rain brought to light an 
immense subterranean passage under 
the tracks of the Georgia and Flor- 
ida railroad.

Phil Towns, one of the most unique 
and best loved negroes in middle Geor- 
gia, celebrated his 100th birthday 
bere Wednesday and was remembered 
by friends far and wide. “Er ben 
promisin’ de white folks er long time 
io let ‘em know wen mer big day 
come, an’ t’ank God hit come at las’, ” 
“Uncle Phil” told Judge Bridges 
Smith in announcing his birthday. 
_ Uncle Phil was born at Richmond, 
Va.. in 1824, and moved to Macon 
when bought by George T. Towns, 
Inter governor of the state. Gover- 
nor Towns left Phil i> Macon with 
the family when he moved to Mil- 
leugeville to take up his residence in 
the governor's mansion, and thus the 
old negro has lived here eighty-nine 
years. Phil now says he is go used 
to Macon that he can’t leave it. 

When Phil grew to be a man he 
was given the position of carriage 
driver for the Towns family and 
served as a sort of bodyguard for 
many years to “Miss Lon” and other 
young ladies of the family, every 
member of which had a strong affee- 
tion for him. 

He has worked here at odd jobs for 
~% number of vears and is cared for 
hy a number of friends. His “white 
folks” will look out for him, he says, 
and he does not worry.

PRANK OF RAINS 
BARES LARGE CAVE 
UNDER TRAIN RAILS 


Sandersville, Ga., June 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Near the center of the eity 
a great cave was discovered here 
today when a gaping hole caused by 
the recent rain brought to light an 
immense subterranean passage under 
the tracks of the Georgia and Flor- 
ida railroad. ‘The cave is 16 feet 
deep, running east about 50 feet and 
southwest about half that distance. 

Several yeras ago when Washing- 
ton county bored an artesian well on 
the public square near. the jail, 
drillers reported that the drill had 
dropped through a cave 30 feet deep.

And so it was agreed that a progres- 
sive plan should be formulated*a 
plan which would provide for doing 
all the work together, which could be 
done together, without any more fric- 
tion than arises in each branch of 
the chureh today. And when in any 
neighborhood or state individual 
churehes or conferences are ready to 
unite the plan will mmke it easy to 
do so, but where they are not yet 
ready, they can stay apart and carry 
on their work as heretofore. While 
the plan does not force union at any 
local point, yet it does hold up to 
each congregation the ideal, which 
has beén adopted by the two churches 
as the goal to be attained.

(Mark 1:1-11.) 


The beginning of the gospel of 
Jesus Christ, the Son of God. 

As it is written in the prophets, 
Behold, I send my messenger be- 
fore thy face, which shall prepare 
thy way before thee. 

The voice of one crying in the 
wilderness, Prepare ye the way of 
the Lord, make his paths straight. 

John did baptize in the wilder- 
ness, and preach the baptism of 
repentance for the remission of 
sins, 

And there went out unto him all 
the land of Judea, and they of 
Jerusalem, and were all baptized 
of him in the river of Jordan, con- 
fessing their sins. 

- And John was clothed’ with 
camel’s hair, and with a girdle of 
a skin about his loins; and he 
did eat locusts and wild honey; 

And preached, saying, There 
cometh one mightier than I after 
me, the latchet of whose shoes I 
ain not worthy to stoop down and 
unloose. 

I indeed have baptized you with 
water: but he shall baptize you 
with the Holy Ghost. 

And it came to pass in those 
Javs, that Jesus came from Naza- 
reth of Galilee, and was baptized 
of John in Jordan, 

And straightway coming up out 
of the water, he saw the heavens 
opened, and the Spirit like a dove 
descending upon him: 

And there came a voice from 
heaven, saying, Thou art my be- 
loved Son, in whom I am_ well 
pleased. 


Mark begins his gospel with the 
preaching «f John the Baptist. While 


Matthew and Luke give us detailed, 


accounts of the birth of Jesus and, 


according to the results that follow. 

There is no excuse for such a view. 
There is a very distinct line between 
error and sin. The former is men- 
tal, while the latter is a matter of 
the heart. 


Errors are innumerable—“To err 


is human.” We continually make 
mistakes in calculation and draw 
false conclusions from premises that 
are true as well as from false prem- 
ises. We may suffer for these errors 
as the child suffers from burns and 
from falls. Information will correct 
mistakes. 

Sin, on the contrary, is wilful dis- 
obedience to God—the doing of that 
which we know to be wrong. It is 
hot due to lack of information and 
therefore more information will not 
eure it. Nothing but repentance will 
cure sin, and that only because there 
is One who can forgive. 

Sin is an offense against God and 
can be forgiven only by the heavenly 
Father Himself. or by one to whom 
the Father has given authority. 

John’s Message. 

John delivered a message that 
came from heaven—the, message of 
forzgivenness that follows repentance, 
and he also ‘foretold the coming of 
One whom God had endowed with 
power to forgive sins. 

But John did not presume fo ex- 
ercise this power himself. He was 
merely the spokesman of the Al- 
mighty and the forerunner of One 
who was mightier than himself—‘“the 
latchet of whose shoes I am _ not 
worthy to stoop down and unloose.” 

John baptized with water, _ but 
‘Jesus would baptize with the Holy 
Ghost. Christ’s eulogy of John left 
nothing to be added; He thus com- 
mends his forerunner: 

“Among them that are born of 


women there hath not risen a greater 
than John the Baptist.” 

“And it came te pass those days, 
that Jesus came from Nazareth, o 
Galilee, and was baptized of John in 
the Jordan.” 

Jesus gave many lessons in obed!- 


together, record the three incidents 
studied Iast Sunday relating to His 
babyhood and childhood, Mark passes 
over in silence all of the life of Jesus 


| until He appeared before John to be 


baptized. 

Our text today—the 
verses of the Gospel according to 
Mark—deals with John, the forerun- 
ner, and the supreme act of his min- 
istry, the baptizing of the Savior. 

First, a word as to the preaching 
of John the Baptist. 

fle appeared with the kind of a 
message that the prophet usually pre-

' sented—a call to repentance, 


For four hundred years Israel had 
Arodured no great leader; then, all 
at once, John appeared in fulfillment 
of the Prophecy of Isaiah; “I aend 
my messenger before thy face, which 
shall prepare thy way before thee.” 

John is represented as “‘the voice 
of one erying in the wilderness.” 

He was clothed with camel’s hair, 
had a leathern girdle about his loins, 
and ate locusts and wild honey. 

He preached “the baptism of re- 
pentance for the remission of sins,” 
and the people flocked to hear him. 

Sin Natural to Man. 

Consciousness of sin is natural to 


man. 
Tolstoy, in rebuking what he called 
the “cultured erowd,”’” says that re- 
ligion is not superstition and does 
not rest upen a vague fear of the tn- 
seen forces of nature, but does rest 
“on man’s consciousness of his finite- 


' ness amid an infinite universe and of 


, 


his sinfulness.’ 

This consciousness, he adds, 
can never outgrow. 

It was this consciousness of sin, 
awakened by the vehemence of John, 
that greeted Christ when he entered 
upon his ministry. John was an 
evangelist and this was one of the 
earliest of the religious revivals. | 

Some are inclined to under-rate, if 
they do not entirely discredit, the re- 
vival; they call it a “religious spasm” 
and discredit it as a transient out- 
burst of emotion. 

They can understand how one can 
wander away from the path of recti- 
tude, as the prodigal son did, but they 
cannot comprehend the sudden change 
that took place when he said, “I 
will arise and go to my father.” 

An Exeellent Illustration. 

There is no warrant -in the Bible 
for this hostility to seasons of revival 
when the quest for souls is pursued 
with more than ordinary zeal and 
when extraordinary methods are em- 
ployed to compel attention and to 
hasten decision. 

John was an excellent dllustration 
of the effectiveness of unconventional 
methods. Jesus, in describing him, 
intimated that his dress, uncouth as 
it was, was appropriate for his work 
and in keeping with his environment. 
He asked: 

“But what went ye out for to see? 
A man clothed in soft raiment? 
hold, they that wear soft clothing are 
in kiag’s houses.” 

The purpose of preaching is to per- 
suade, and people differ widely as to 
the easiest way of approach. 


A few may be more easily won by 
calmness of manner and literary ex- 
cellence of speech, but the multitude 
yield more readily when the assault 
is made upon the heart and convic- 
tion is wrought by impetuous —_ 
ment and werful illustration. Sin 
is g revolting fact, but its hideous- 
ness must be realized before one will 
turn from it with an aversion suf- 
ficiently strong to be characterized 
as repentance. 

Error Unlike Sin.

of the Father, end of the Son, ana 
of the Holy Ghost.” 

It will be uoticed that Christ in- 
cluded Himself us one of the Trinity 
in whose name the ordinance of bap- 
tism should be «dministered. 

Heavenly Approval. 

“And straightway coming up out 
of the water, he saw the heavens 
opened, and the Spirit like a dove 
decended upon Him.” 

_ The dove is to us the symbol of 
innocence -and gentleness. When

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How We Struck the Spar 


Borijove Jevtic, a leader in the band 
lof Serbian plotters who brought on 
the world war by assassinating the 
Austrian Archduke Franz Ferdinand, on 
the tenth anniversary of the assassina- 
tion; tells his story for the first time 
today. It is a siory authenticated not 
only by common knowledge in Serbia of 
Jevtic’s participation but by the state- 
ments of diplomn-.atic officials. Jevtic 
was arrested immediately after the 
assassination on June 28, 1914, but so 
determined were the conspirators that 
mo evidence was secured against him 
and he was released after having been 
held in a.cell next to that occupied by 
Princip, the half-starved student, once 
a shepherd, whose vision of his mother- 
land led him to fire the shot that killed 
Franz Ferdinand in Serajevo. Jeyvtic, 
as a survivor of the terrorist society— 
the Narodna Odbrana—has_ been 
prominent in the preparations for the 
unveiling of a statue to the assassin 
on June 28 at the scene of the killing.

TINY clipping from a news- 
paper, mailed without com- 
ment from a secret band of 
terrorists in Zagreb, a capital 
of Croatia, to their comrades 
in Belgrade, was the torch 
which set the world afire with war in 


°21914. The bit of paper wrecked old, 


proud empires. It gave birth to new, 


.free nations. 


I was one of the members of the 
terrorist band in Belgrade which re- 
ceived it, and in those days | and my 
companions were regarded as desper- 
ate criminals. A price was on our 
heads. Today my little band is seen 
in a different light, as pioneer pa- 
triots. It is recognized that our se- 
cret plans, hatched in an obscure cafe 
in the capital of old Serbia, have led 
to the independence of the new Jugo- 
Slavia, the united nation set free from 
Austrian domination.

short telegram from Vienna. This 
telegram declared that the Austrian 
Archduke Franz Ferdinand would 
visit Sarejevo, the capital of Bosnia, 
on June 28, to direct army maneu- 
vers in the neighboring mountains. 

It reached our meeting place, the 
cafe called Zlatna Moruana, one night 
the latter part of April, 1914. To 
understand how great a sensation that 
little piece of paper caused among 
us, when it was passed from hand to 
hand almost im silence, and how

S we read that clipping in Bel- 


grade we knew what we would 
do to Franz Ferdinand. We would 
kill him, to show Austria there yet 
lived within its borders defiance of 


The children of the Archduke 


its rule. We would kill him to bring 
once more to the boiling point the 
fighting spirit of the revolutionists 
and pave the way for revolt. We 
would kill him for his insult to our 
country. No Austrian could flaunt 
kis domination over Serbians at the 
country’s border, within the sound of 
the church bells rmging for a Serbian 
fete. 


Not only was Franz Ferdinand a 
symbol of the Austrian oppression. He 
was in himself one of the greatest 
enemies of our country. He was 
leader within the old Austro-Hunga- 
rian empire of the party seeking pan- 
Germanic expansion. And pan-Ger- 
manic expansion meant the eternal 
extinction of any little nation which 
fell within its path. Its path was to- 
wards the east, Constantinople and 
Bagdad. The triumph of pan-Ger- 
manism meant the end of Serbia, 
even little pre-war Serbia, shorn of 
much of its rightful territory. 

Our decision was taken almost im- 
mediately. Death to the tyrant! 

Then came the matter of arrang- 
ing it. To make his death certain, 
twenty-two members of the organiza- 
tion were selected to carry out the 
sentence. At first we thought we 
would choose the men by lot. But 
here Gavrilo Princip intervened. 
Princip is destined to go down in Ser- 


00 
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bian history as one of her greatest 
heroes. From the moment Ferdi- 
nand’s death was decided upon, he 
took an active leadership in its plan- 
ning. Upon his advice we left the 
ceed to members of our band who 
were in and around Sarajevo, under 
his direction and that of Gabrinovic, 
a linotype operator on-a Serbian 
newspaper. Both were regarded as 
capable of anything in the cause. 


Then came the matter of getting 
them arms. Present at our meeting 
was Major Tankosic, leader of a band 
of Serbian comittachi, one of those 
bands of nationalist bandits who prey 
cnly on their country’s enemies, who 
raid in Macedonia and other alien 
soil. He arranged that we should 
get from his band the necessary hand 
grenades and Browning automatic 
pistols. 


HESE arms were sent through 


certain secret channels which 
were always kept open to us into 
Bosnia, and found their way to a Tittle 
town on the outskirts of Sarajevo. 
They remained there until two days 
before the assassination, when they 
were brought into Sarajevo, one by 
one, by the most innocent looking 
carriers, to the house of the school 
teacher Ilic. The night before the 
murder he took them to a bakeshop 
in the center of the town, where they 
were distributed next morning. 

It was that evening that Gavrilo 
Princip, the assassin, went to the 
cemetery in Sarajevo and laid flow- 
ers on the grave of Zerajic, the young 
student whom he had seen try to kill 
General Varesanin in 1910 and who 
had committed suicide when the at- 
iempt failed. By the side of the 
grave he prayed for success. 

Princip, besides being a leader, is 
the most interesting character of all 
the band which ambushed Franz Fer- 
dinand. When he ‘‘committed the 
crime” he was nineteen years old. 

When he was six years old- his 
brothers sent him to the neighboring 
town of Dvar to school and there he 
obtained the rudiments of an educa- 
tion. His brothers started a wood 
business, but, being ignorant men, de- 
cided that Princip must be the edu- 
cated member of the business and so 
sent him at the age of 13 to Sarajevo, 
to the commercial high school. He 


was a Clever pupil and easily first in 
his classes, 


T was while he was in this school 

that he saw Zerajic make his un- 
successful attempt to shoot the Aus- 
trian general, Varesanin. Inspired by 
this incident he left the commercial 
school for the gymnasium—the clas- 
sical high school—and determined to 
study and work for the liberties of his 
people. He was a zealot and dreamed 
in his early boyhood of sacrificing his 
whole life for the liberation of his 
country. 

He began to attract the eye of the 
Austrian authorities'and at the age of 


- fifteen suffered his first Arrest. He 


was taken into custody after a revolu- 
tionary demonstration of Croatians 
which was repressed with bloodshed, 
but the police had no proof of his 
part in it and he was released. A little 
later when one of his friends was ar- 
rested for distributing revolutionary 
literature he was again seized, and 
again proof was lacking. But his name 
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was on the list of suspects and he was slow down for the turn. Here Princip 


expelled from the gymnasium. 


HEN the Balkan war broke out 


Princip tried to enlist but was 
refused as too young, too small and 
too weak. He was refised by the very: 
man who later furnished him with the 
gun with which he killed Franz Ferdi- 
hand. It was a blow but it hardened 
his resolution, 

One more trip to Sarajevo in 1913. 
There he saw the Austrian military 
governor close all the schools to 
Serbian youth, calling education the 
breeding ground of revolt. Princip 
was essentially a student; with the 
schools closed he stayed only long 
enough to join a Bosnian group of 
terrorist revolutionaries. In this so- 
ciety he met several youths who were 
his accomplices in 1914. 

The fateful morning dawned. Two 
hours before Franz Ferdinand arrived 
in Sarajevo all the twenty-two con- 
spirators were in their allotted posi- 
tions, armed and ready. They were 
distributed 500 yards apart over the 
whole route along which the archduke 
must travel from the railroad station 
to the town hall. 

When Franz Ferdinand and his 
retinue drove fro mthe station they 
were allowed to pass the first two 
conspirators. The motor cars were 
driving too fast to make an attempt 
feasible and in the crowd were. Ser- 
bians; throwing a grenade would have 
killed many innocent people. 

When the car passed Gabrinovic, 
the compositor, he threw his grenade. 
It hit the side of the car, but Franz 
Ferdinand with ptesence of mind 
threw himself back and was uninjured. 
Several officers riding in his attend- 
ance were. injured. 

The cars sped to the town hall and 
the rest of the conspirators did not 
interfere with them. After the recep- 
tion in the town hall General Potiorek, 
the Austrian commander, pleaded with 
Franz Ferdinand to leave the city, as 
it was. seething with rebellion. The 
archduke was persuaded to drive the 
shortest way out of the city and to go 
quickly. 

HE road: to the maneuvers was 
shaped like the letter V, making 
a sharp turn at the bridge over the 
river Nilgacka. Franz Ferdinand’s car 


could go fast enough until it reached 
this spot, but here it was forced to

As the car came abreast he stepped 
forward from the curb, drew his auto- 
matic pistol from his coat and fired 
two shots.

She was an 
expectant mother. She died instantly. 

The second bullet struck the arch- 
duke close to the heart. 

He uttered only one word, ‘‘Sofia’’ 
—a call to his stricken wife. Then 
his head fell back and he collapsed. 
He died almost instantly. 

The officers seized Princip. They 
beat him over the head with the flat

Princip denied he knew him. Others

The next day they put chains on 
Princip’s feet which he wore till his 
death. 

His only sign of regret was the 
statement that he was sorry he had 
killed the wife of the archduke. He 
had aimed only at her husband and 
would have preferred that any other

The Austrians arrested every known 
revolutionary in Sarajevo and among 
them, naturally | was one. But they

The trial began. Princip displayed 
absolute self-control. The Austrian 
prosecution tried in vain to force him 
to say official Serbia had been a party 
to his act. The Hapsburgs needed this 
evidence to shift from their shoulders 
the responsibility for having inundated 
the world with blood. But Princip 
stuck to his story that he alone was 
responsible for his deed and he told 
his accusers he was proud of it. 


“It was not the government at Bel- 
grade which caused Franz Ferdinand 
to die,”’ he told the court. “It was I, 
a patriot in rebellion at the tyranny of 
my people’s oppressors.” 

The records of the trial were falsi- 
fied by the Austrians. But the words 
which filtered to the rest of us in jali 
made it certain Princip’s defense 
speech was the most daring arraign- 
ment of the tyrant, one which would 
constitute a tremendous document of 
denunciation of Austrian outrages in 
the so-called pacification of subject 
people. Princip knew that history by 
heart

another prison,” he said. “My 
life is already ebbing away. 1 sug- 
gest that you nail me to a cross and 
burn me alive. My flaming body will 


be a torch to light my people on their 
path to freedom.” 


Princip’s fellow conspirators had’ 


been sentenced by this time. Three 
were hanged. The rest, on account of 
their youth, were sentenced to life im- 
prisonment. But so closely had they 
guarded the secrets of our organiza- 
tion that I was released tor lack of 
evidence. I was interned for the rest 
of the war in Sarajevo, as an Austrian 
subject suspected of being a traitor. 

Princip was Carried ta Theresien- 
Stadt in Bohemia. He was confined in 
a subterranean cell, low, dark and 
damp, in an ancient fortress. Here to 
increase his sufferings, the Austrians 
kept him informed of each advance of 
their troops into Serbian territory, and 
particularly in the catastrophe to 
Serbian arms in 1915 and the terrible 
retreat of the Serbian army through 
Albania to the sea. 

But Princip never lost faith in the 
ultimate triumph of his country. 

Since the war we have learned of 
Princip’s last days in the Bohernian 
fortress through a Czech soldier 
named Lebl, who was one of his 
ruards but who is now a citizen of the 
new free state et Czecho-Slovakia,

As far as she herself was concerned 
she was quite willing to accept the 
law’s judgment with a smiling shrug 
of indifference and go her way in 
peace, but she cculd not endure the 
thought of her baby’s being disgraced 
for life and robbed of the brilliant fu- 
ture which she thought should be his 
by every right. 

If the jury’s verdict was allowed to 
stand without any further opposition 
on the wife’s part the baby would not 
only remain a nameless child, but 
would have no claim to the peerage 
which the Hon. John Russeil will in- 
herit when his father, Lord Ampthill, 
dies, and which would later pass on to 
Russell’s son. 


The first jury that heard the Russell 


_@ivorce suit was unable to agree. ‘The 


second one brought in a verdict for the 
husband and declared that he was not 
the father of Mrs. Russell’s little son. 
It had been unable to accept the alle- 
gations of her husband’s propensities 
for sleep walking which the wife ad- 
vanced to prove him the father of the 
child he denied. 

- Mrs. Russell walked out of the court- 
room vowing that she weuld fight if 
need be to her dying day to have her 
son recognized as the legitimate child 
of the Hon. John Hugo Russell and 
the rightful heir to the Ampthill barony 
and the seat in the house of lords 
which this carries with it. 

It was a prodigiously difficult task 
which Mrs. Russell’s mothér love set 
for her, Many of her rich and fash- 
jonable friends had been alienated 


from her by her husband’s charges. Her 
personal fortune had been swept away 


in fighting the two divorce suits. In 


order to support herself and her baby 


and. wage the fight she was determined 
to make for him, the young beauty, 


_who had once been a prominent figure 


in some of England’s most fashion- 
able drawing rooms, was forced to go 


to work—to take a position in a Lon- 
don dressmaking establishment. 


She carried her case to the court of 


‘appeals and this upheld the verdict of 


the lower court. ‘Then she took it to 
the house of lords. 

And now Mrs. Russell has received 
her reward for all the painful sacrifices 
she has made during the last few years. 

In the house of lords the other day 
she heard the verdict granting a di- 
vorce to her husyand on the ground of 
misconduct with an unknown core- 
spondent set aside. Lord Birkenhead, 
reading the decision of a majority of 
the court that had considered the case, 
said that the husband’s testimony deny- 
ing that he was the father of his wife’s 
child should not be admitted. 


FENHIS decision gives Mrs. Russell the 
victory she has been Striving for. 

It establishes the legitimacy of tbe 
“dream baby” and recognizes the boy’s 
right to inherit the Ampthill bareny 
and take his seat in the house of lands. 
The Hon. John Hugo Russell may 
sue his wife again for divorce, but 
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there never again can be any question 
of the legitimacy of the Russell baby 
on the grounds give en in the diverce 
case. With the full force of the Eng- 
lish law the ‘‘dream baby” is declared 
entitled to succeed in due time to the 
peerage Lord Ampthill now holds. 

The inquiry of the house of lords 
centered on the Hon. Mr. Russell’s tes- 
timony in the divorce suit as to the im- 
possibility of his being the father of 
the ‘dream baby.” 

Did the plaintiff in a divorce case 
have the fegal right to give testimony 
of this kind? This was the question 
on which the decision of the house of 
lords hinged. 

Lord Birkenhead was quite clear 
that evidence of this kind was not ad- 
missable from such a source. It would 
not be permitted in a legitimacy suit

He testified concerning. the occa- 
sion when Mrs. Russell, eut late one 
night, lost the latchkey of the flat 
where she and her husband lived.

|” LIVELY GAMES TO PLAY AT CAMP

Don’t Divide Hands

tag them without dividing his hands. 


When a player is tagged he re- 
turns to the hangout with the “it” 
and they take hands, giving the 
“Run, beggars, run’ cry before 
leaving the hangout to catch an- 


other player. The two must not let 


go of each other’s hand. If they 
should let go while tagging some 
one, the one tagged may order the 
“its” to carry him back to the hang- 


out. If they will not’ do so, he is 
not caught. 


The game may also be played by 
having the “‘its’ splits up in pairs, 
instead of having all of them togeth- 
er in one long line. This type of 
play makes a faster game and is 
more effective in tagging the un- 
caught players than the other form. 


Must Carry Captor 

When the game is played either 
way it is more fun to have a rule 
that when the taggers’ hands are 
unclapsed they may be tagged by 
the men they are chasing, and any 
man so tagged must carry his cap- 
tor back to the hangout where he 
will be set free on arrival. If this 
rule is used, the boys being chased 
may try to make the beggars break 
their line by charging it from the 
rear.

EVERY SWIMMER A LIFE SAVER 


Practically any good swimmer 
can become a good life saver, but 
just because a person happens to be 
a good swimmer is no indication 
that he is a good life saver. Life 
saving requires training and skill. 


The stroke which is best for life 
saving work is the side stroke, using 
the cross chest carry. This stroke 
uses the regular scissors kick and 
one arm for getting along. The 
other arm, uSuall the left, is placed 
across the victim’s chest—OVER 
BOTH THE VICTIM’S ARMS, NOT 
UNDER. 


Get Him Over Your Hip 


If you have any distance to tow 
the victim, it is best to get him in 
such a position in the water that he 
is over your hip as you swim, This 
makes towing easier. 

It is a pretty tricky thing to go 
after a drowning man and not get 
severely ducked—unless you know 
how. The whole secret may be 
Summed up in Saying: get your vic- 
tim from the back, and get him 
quick, and get him before he gets 
you. Once you have the cross chest 
hold on the victim it is easy to make 
him behave, no matter how bad an 
actor he may be inclined to be, due 
to panic or terror. 

Use Force If Necessary 
If your victim does get panicky 
while you are towing him, slip your 
arm up from his chest to his neck. 
Get his windpipe in the crook of 
your elbow, squeeze, and at the 
same time force the victim’s head 
under water  Such_ treatment, 
though it sounds rather brutal, is 
often necessary as a measure of pro- 
tection to both victim and life saver. 

Once you get your victim on 
shore you should know what to do 
with him, especially if he is semi- 
conscious or unconscious. The 
thing to do first is to loosen all 
tight clothing and then start in with 
the prone pressure method of resus- 
citation, 

Put Victim on Stomach 

This method consists in putting 
the victim on his stomach, turning 
his head to one side, and seeing that 
his tongue is out and then applying 
the ‘“‘prone pressure.’ Be _ sure 
that the tongue is made to Stay out,

Count four quite slowly 
before you release this pressure and 
then release it as suddenly as pos- 
sible.
